WIRELESS EXPERIMENTS. OFF 
SCOTTISH COAST. 


~ Largs, Sept. 12. 
The radio-telephony! beacon, the 


which it is hoped to eliminate the 
lighthouse on’ the lesser Cumbrae, 
an island off ‘the: Ayrshire coast, 
has been adjudged a success, and a 


new and permanent set is shortly 
to be installed, 

Experts from various parts of 
the country have tnspected the ap- 
aratus, and it is stated that they 
are all‘of the opinion that in a 
short time it may be possible: for 
collisions at sea in foggy’ weather 
to be avoided.

In the course of his evidence, Mr. 
W. G. Stirling, assistant Protector 
of Chinese stated that part of hir 


duties was to interview female at-. 


rivals from’ China. On October 14 
he interviewed’ an 18-year-old Can- 
tonese girl who was accompanied by 
a young Cantonesa _who gave his 
name as Kong Fong-sin. Both of 
them had arrived from China the 
previous day on board the steamer 
Cremer.~ : 

After interrogating them, he was 
not satisfied that they were man 
and wife and he ordered them to 
be detained at the Kiew On lodg- 
ing house at Tanjong Pagar Road 
pending the finding of a formal 
security. Mr, Stirling explained 
that this was done ag a form of pro- 
tection for girls who arrived 
from China © to prevent them from 
being sold against their will. . ° 
_ Such detention did not actually 
put any restraint ‘on any one 50 
treated. On October 16 he re- 
ceived a letter written In Chinese. 
This waa found in the room where 
the couple were found dead. 

Leong Pak Chun, manager of the 
lodging house, stated that the girl 
and the man arrived at the lodg- 
ing house on the afternoon of 
October 18 from Hong Kong. The 
man gave his name as Kong Fong 
Sin, aged 27, and described his 
occupation as a carpenter. The

' Yn the large acale, manufacture of 
the Ford car, it is important that 
parts be made to very fine degrees 
of accuracy, since this obviates the 
necessity of adjpatments in the pro- 
cess of assembly. .and assures the 
maximum of transportation service.

Many of the. parts must be finished 
to several ten-thousandths of an 
inch of . absolute accuracy—limits 
that might be considered’ precise 
even in watch making, 

Different kinds of metal are used 


in the Ford, and, as is well known, 
heat and cold do not have the same | | 


effect upon them all. Consequently, 
when one is dealing with split hafr 
measurements, the temperature"may 
have some difference in the results. 

To obviate these variations, alight 
as they are, the company has built 
a’ number of temperature-<controlled 
rooma in the motor building—rooms 

which are maintained at 68 degrees, 
regardless of, the temperature 
outside. In them every piston, 
wrist pin and connecting rod is 
checked. Temperature - controlled 
rooms are also being arranged to 
check the crankshafts and fly wheel 
balance.

The last ring is similar to the 
others, but has a diagonal groove 
cut in one outside corner which ex- 
tends ‘in about an efghth of an 
inch. This groove is used as an 
oil reservoir. , 
it collects oll from the walls of the 
cylinder, and distributes ‘it evenly 
on the return stroke on the cylin- 
der walls. This ring is placed in 
the groove nearest the cylinder 
head, with the groove extending 
towards the cylinder head alao. 

Poor Compression. 

Poor compression is often caused 
by poor lubrication. This may 
arise from using an 
amount of oil, or from an inferlor 
grade of oil. In any, internal com- 
bustion engine thé. rings and 
pistons :cannot bo made to fit tight 
enough inside the cylinder walla to 
prevent gases escaping along the 
walls. But they must. be amall 
enough to slide freely, and in 
order to get compression, the space 
between the piston rings and the 
cylinder walls must ba sealed with 
lubricating ofl. It is especially 
important that a proper oil 
should be maintained in: a karodene 
engine, .Otherwise, not only is 
compression lost, but liquid kero- 
gene works into the crankcase and 
destroys the lubricating qualities 
of the ofl used for the splash 
syatem.
